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WHITEWASH - THE REPORT ON THE WARREN REPORT is a 110,000-Word 
analysis of the Report of the President’s Commission and the 26 
volumes of its testimony and exhibits, it is illuminated by repro- 
duction of shocking documentation suppressed from the Report itself, 
such as the certification of the destruction of some of the basic 
record of the President’s autopsy, altered photographs and excerpts 
from the FBI’s report to the Commission, from which came its doc- 
trine. Behind the book are thousands of hours of research, embodied 
in a third of a million words of notes. 

This book reaches but a single explicit conclusion^: That the 

job of investigating the assassination has not been done and must 
be, entirely in public and preferably by Congress. In order to 
justify this conclusion, WHITEWASH had to disprove the Commission’s 
major conclusions. This I believe it does, entirely with the Com- 
mission’s own evidence, to which it is extensively referenced.

For example, tho tale of the bag in which the alleged assassin 
allegedly took the alleged assassination weapon into the School Book 
Building. Here the Commission manufactured its conclusions from 
thin air, for the testimony of all its witnesses was- 100$ opposed 
to what the Commission wanted to say. This tofeM.uuuy is quoted - 
ve rbatim — Testimony on the alleged disassembling of the rifle is 
nonexistent. Another example is the tangible evidence at the site 
of the alleged sniper’s nest. Here WHITEWASH details in their own 
words how the first thing the police did was to make it impossible 
to re-enact the crime (and in so doing destroyed all the meaningful 

evidence) bv moving everything movable before taking pictures. They 
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then took a aeries of photographs, each disproved by all the others, 
each sworn to as official and accurate, and all equally wrong. Four 
of these photographs, ■ from t h e riommie s ion* a o wn ovldonoo, are repro- 
— duced on facing pages. 

'I'his chapter also contains the evidence avoided, misused and. 
suppressed from the photographs of the assassination itself, lnclud- 
ing the snipping off of evidence not in accord with the Commission* 3 
theories. The Commission’s version and the original are reproduced 
side by side, 

part Two of WHITEWASH deals with Oswald in the hands of public 
authority. It shows that, contrary to the Commission's conclusion, 
he was denied his legal rights, systematically and thoroughly; that 
there was no evidence from the interrbgations and seizures of prop- 
erty that could be used against him; that all of the interrogators 
dxsagreed w^lth themselves a nd among, thomselvoo about what ho said; 
that when the American Civil Liberties Union representatives ap_ 
peared at police headquarters, they were lied to by throe different 
officials, all of whom said Oswald insisted ho wanted no lawyer; 
that the lineups were frameups; and that Oswald was murdered only 
because the police made it possible, it shows how they made it 

possible. 

The third and major part of the book deals with the Commission's 
functioning. The chapter on the witnesses quotes the testimony of 
those incredible people made important only by the Commission Ns. 
desti tutiun, such as the woman who was able to identify the jacket 
Oswald was wearing because the Secret Service showed it to herj 
Another is the cabdriver, who delivered Oswald to several different 
addresses at several different times on the single non-stop trip; 
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saw him wearing two jackets when he was wearing none placed him 
the wrong place in a lineup he said had six men in it where there 
were four; signed the affidavit identifying Oswald either before he 
__attended the lineup or in blank, depending upon which of his numer- 
ous versions is selected, but in every version he insisted ho had 
sworn to the identification of the suspect ho had not yet seen; and 
whose plaintive apology was, "i don’t want to get you mixed up and get 
your whole investigation mixed up through my ignorance, but a good 
defense attorney could take me apart ..." This is the man the Com- 
mission made one of' its most impprtant witnesses. 

The chapter on "The Oswalds’ Government Relations" shows these 
were not as the Report represents^ begin ning with tho Marino Corto t 
■tegr^iTlcart ien that Oswal d w a s elig ible - fur fu reign travol wl a ll e-irt- 
was'prqcessing a "hardship" discharge so he could support his mother 
and ending'^kth Marina' s testimony that she was "sweated" by both 
the FBI and the littmigration Service. She was dopl>ly ineligible for 
entry into the country^ajid was subject to deportation. 

.Among the thin threads'by whihh h&pgs the entire weighty Report 
is how Governor Connally was wounded; Quite erroneously, the Report 
dismisses one aspect by sayinsXv doe^* t make any difference which 
of the bullets struck him y/Rxi sting photographic evidence limits 
to a few fleeting momerpts the times at which vhe Governor was in a 
post tion to sustain/his injuries. Casual dismissal ofothis fact 
in itself jeopardized the e.ntlre Report. Further, thfc. Commission 
adopted the imeory of one of its assistant counsel, Arlek Specter, 
that a single bullet inflicted all seven non-fatal injuries\if the 
President and the Governor. Although it is evasive about even the 
rpamber of shots that were fired, the Report nonetheless acknowledges 
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The i' aise Oswald' tells the story untold in the %> ort of the man 
representing himself as Osaaid, in Dallas, just before the Assassination. 

The two related final chapters, "The Number of Shots" and "The 
Doctors and the A u t 0 psy", trace the evidence the Report choso to ignore 
showing there were more than three shots, hence no single assassin, 

Oswald or any other, and that what original autopsy material was not 
destroyed reflects the opinion of Dr. Perry in Danas that tho President 
was shot from the front. Excerpts are reproduced in facsimile. The

testimony of the doctors that a sirg le^bullet could not have inflicted 
all the seven non- fatal injuries on both the President and Governor 
is quoted, contradicting the version of this same testimony by the 

Report, again proving there had to have been more than three hullo ts 
fired. 

v iso in the. appendix are reproductions of moviios from which 
the Commission eliminated tho3e frames where the Report 3 ays the 
President could for the first time have been shot from the sixth 
floor window. The unnecessary splicing of the altered pictures is 
clearly visible. 
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a maximum of three, insisting, in the face of all the credible evi- 
dence, that the poor marksman Oswald oould have outdone both Annie 
Oakley and William fell, /and performed better than the Commission's 
_QWn best expert riflemen did_in an easier re-enactment. 

One bullet, the Commission states, missed the motorcade entirely. 
A second killed the President. The remaining bullet the Commission 
could permit itself had to have caused all seven non-fatal injuries, 
or certainly there was at least a second assassin; hence the need 
for Specter's theory, else the entire Report collapses. 

Two related chapters, "The Number of Shots" and "The Doctors 
and The Autopsy", inclp.de analysis of this theory and disprove it, 
quoting the exact testimony; misquoted by the Report to justify it. 
Contrary to recently published report?, the doctors said to have 
supported the theory in fact demolished it - the Texas doctors and 
the autopsy doctors, who include two highly qualified in forensic 
medicine, the only such experts called by the Commission. 

WHITEWASH details the unbelievable story of the dubious Presi- 
dential autopsy with the evidence expunged from the Report. In its 
final form the autopsy report is an imprecise and evasive exervise 
in propaganda, not science, based on s^ond-hand newspaper accounts 
and substitutions for evidence. The first draft was burned by the 
doctor in charge in the fireplace in his recreation-room, without 
question by or concern to the Commission or Counsel Specter, as 
tough such a shocking and permanent destruction of historic docu- 
mentation and basic evidence were as normal as breathing - or as 
proper. The certification of the destruction of these papers appears 
on page 18 ? of WHITEWASH, but is unmentioned in the Report. 

The oldest existing draft of the autopsy, excerpts from which 
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WHITEWASH reproduces on page 198, is in direct conflict with the 
sworn testimony of its author. It says Dr. Perry in Dallas did 
report the President was shot in the neck from the front , contrary 
to the doctor's testimony, and it says he so told Autopsy patholo- 
gist Humes, who swore to the contrary. The reproduced excerpts 
show this and oth^r substantive, not editorial, alterations in the 
autopsy, the existence of which is not acknowledged in the Report 
and likewise concerned neither the Commission nor Counsel Specter. 

The numerous pictures and X_rays of the President's body, 
taken both before and during the examination, are not even exhibits 
before the Commission . This is simple suppression of < what lawyers 
call "best evidence". 

Instead, the Commission used "artist's representations’ 1 of the 
wounds, prepared not from the pictures , which the autopsy doctors 
delivered undeveloped to the Secret Service and never say again , and 
not from the X-rays , which have a similar history, but from verbal 
descriptions after a lapse of. several months. These are necessarily 
imprecise, and the chief autopsy doctor, while almost begging for 
the pictures during his tefetimony, so labeled them. 

There is the most substantial reason for believing these ar_ 
tist's substitutions for evidence are grossly in error about the 
non-fatal shot, which is pivotal to the Commission '-a- tenuous case. 

If it did not go through the president' s< neck and then inflict all 
the injuries on Governor Connally, remaining unmutilated after smash- 
ing numerous bones, the Report is entirely wrong. 

part of the autopsy but carefully omitted from the Report is 
the "Autopsy Descriptive Sheet" which includes the outlines of a 
man's body. A collar is drawn in. The Report says the non-fatal 
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bullet struck the President in the back of the neck. This chart 
shows no injury in the back of the neck, exactly what the FBI report 
says. 

It does show a back wound - six inches below the neck . 

The artist 1 s representations and this medical diagram are repro- 
duced on facing pages of WHI TEWASH . 

Unlike the claim of a neck wound, this location of the wound 
has ample credible substantiation, including the testimony of three 
Secret Service agents, all of whom say it; occasional references to 
it as a u back Ti wound by Commission counsel; the location of the 
builet hole in the President’s clothing; and even the repeated tes- 
timony of all three autopsy doctors that the bullet hole in the 
clothing “corresponds essentially with the point of entrance" of 
that missile. In fact, they agreed among themselves the day before 
their testimony that this would be the case. 

The existence of this chart is totally ignored in the Report. 

It is as official and at least as credible as any other autopsy docu- 
ment. Unless it can be pj?oved wrong - which would raise a long 
series of other questions - the entire Report is wrong. 

For more than l5 months I have be^n^ seeking a full and public 
airing of what may be the most odious event in our history. As 
WHITEWASH is restricted entirely to the official fa-G^t developed and 
largely ignored by the Commission, so I hope such an airing will be 
restricted to fact. The assassination and its investigation are 
among the major events in our lifetime, if not, indeed, in our en- 
tire history. The assassination requires attention it has not 
gotten. 

And the late beloved President is entitled to more than this

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The description most often applied to WHITEWASH by members 
of the domestic and foreign press corps, including Washington Post 
"staff members, is "fascinating". I hope readers agree and tta t 
they will join in the demand for a full and public investigation 
of the Report.
